INTRODUCTION 


The Australian Bureau of Statistics is the official statistical organisation for the 
Commonwealth and State Governments. Its main function is to collect statistical 
information from a wide variety of social and economic areas, to compile statistics and 
disseminate them within the Government, the private sector and the community in 
general, 


How to use this catalogue 

This catalogue contains publications released by ABS State Offices and the Central 
Office in Canberra. The catalogue is divided into four parts. 

PartA lists all publications in numerical order except that within each subject group 
the Central Office entries precede the State Office entries (see description of numbering 
system below). Most publications issued by Central Office contain particulars for each 
State and Territory as components of Australian totals. 

Part B contains information on statistics available in other than publication format. 

Part C contains a titles index showing all current publications issued by the ABS. 

Part D contains a detailed subject index of all current publications in alphabetical 
order. If you are interested in a particular subject area, e.g. foreign trade, employment, 
etc., you will find it convenient to identify the range of publications from the list of subject 
groupings on pages iii-v and by this means gain access to all publications within that 
subject. !f you have a specific interest, e.g. the production of butter and cheese, industrial 
disputes, etc., check the detailed subject index beginning on page 151. 


The ABS catalogue numbering system 

The system consists of a five digit code (e.g. 5414.0). 

The first two digits define the subject by nine broad areas (e.g. 5 represents national 
accounts, balance of payments and foreign investment, foreign trade, public finance, 
private finance) divided into nine more precise subdivisions (e.g. 54 is foreign trade). 

The third and fourth digits are the permanent serial numbers allocated to 
publications within categories formed by the first two digits. An allotted number will 
remain unchanged provided the contents of a publication remain essentially the same. 

Numbers are allotted sequentially as new publications are released. 

The fifth digit, after the full stop, relates to the ABS office which issues the 
publication. 

The codes for each issuing office are:

1 New South Wales 

2 Victoria 

3 Queensland 

4 South Australia 

5 Western Australia 

6 Tasmania 

7 Northern Territory 

8 Australian Capital Territory 


Within each subject group, all Central Office entries precede the State Office 
entries. 


Information on new and current ABS releases 

Currently the ABS publishes about 520 individual statistical titles each year. At 
present approximately 360 of these are free and about 160 are for sale. As new 
publications are released frequently, clients may keep up-to-date on new and current 
releases by obtaining the monthly publication entitled Pubjications Issued infname of the 
month}(1102.0). The publication can be obtained by phoning Canberra (062) 52 6627 or 
the nearest State Office or by writing to Information Services, Australian Bureau of 
Statistics, P.O. Box 10, Belconnen. A.C.T. 2616. New and current releases are also listed 
in a Publications Advice (1105.0) issued twice-weekly by the ABS. Each Publications 
Advice gives the titles of all ABS publications issued on the date the Advice is issued and 
those expected to be released during the following five days.

Clients may obtain copies of free publications by calling at, phoning, or writing to 
the ABS office in their capita! city or the ABS Central Office, Canberra. 

When requesting a publication, please quote the title and catalogue number. 


PRICED PUBLICATIONS 

Copies of priced publications may be purchased over the counter from any office of 
ABS. A range of these priced publications (e.g. Year Book Australia, Social Indicators, 
etc.) is also available from Australian Government Publishing Service (AGPS) bookshops. 

Alternatively, clients who wish to receive free or priced publications on a regular 
basis may use the ABS computerised Publications Mailing List (P.M.L.) Service. 
Information on how to use this service may be obtained from any ABS office. 

Clients (or subscribers) who already use the P.M.L. Service and who wish to amend 
their requirements should quote their account number when contacting ABS. The 
account number is shown at the top left hand corner of the address label used to despatch 
publications to clients. 

Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually in respect of the subscription 
year commencing on 1 January. Payment for priced publications is required in advance 
and should accompany renewal notices returned to ABS. 


ORDER FORM 

An order form for free and/or priced publications is at the back of this Catalogue. 
Orders should be directed to the ABS office in the client’s capital city. Addresses of all 
ABS offices are shown inside the front cover of the Catalogue.

Two prices are shown for each priced publication. The first price given is the ‘over 
the counter’ price, while the second includes packaging and postage at ordinary rates 
within Australia.

Adiscounted annual subscription rate for monthly and quarterly publications is also 


available on request.

Unpublished statistics are available, on request, for a variety of topics such as 
population, dwellings, building, imports, exports, shipping, etc., in the farm of computer 
printout, microfiche, magnetic tape or specially prepared tables. 

In cases where a considerable volume of data has to be specially extracted or where 
a regular statistical service is required, a charge may be made.
